his piratical errands.

fled to wn and harbo r o f his o wn at 
Ik. rat aria and made that place his 
headquarters. 
J< tin 
had 
marv elo us 
co ntro l o v er his men, and, tho ugh be 
seldo m tro ubled himself to fight, 1m 
was unco nquerable. Oik* night a band 
o f mutineers attacked him 
In 
his 
cabin. 
Lafltte, single-handed, slew six 
o f them and beat o ff th< rest. 
The pirates called Lafltte, behind 
hh back, “The o ld Man." To his face 
they called him “ Bo sse" (meaning lit­ 
erally “pro minence").

Wo rd “bo ss" came Into o ur o wn lan­

He seldo m » » po ke to his men 
except wh< n he had to and held alo o f 
fro m them. 
By Judicio us bribes to the right au ­ 
tho rities 1m * managed to steer clear o f 
activ e pro secutio n, tho ugh co untless 
go v ernmental threat* were burled at 
him. 
When the British planned their at- 
ta< k o n New Orleans In the War o f 
1812 they o ffered Jean J.alitte a cap­ 
tain's co lumn: it u and $ 30,000 to Jo in 
them with bis men.
